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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is based on the amendment filed 3-6-07, which is hereby 
entered, in view of the decision to re-open prosecution in response to applicant filing 
received on 4-16-07. 

Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because there are references to the 
claims in the specification, for example on page 9, but some of the claims are no longer 
part of the application or have been significantly amended and the discussion in the 
specification no longer corresponds. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 17-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

5. In claim 17, the phrase "so as to be adapted to the AP interface as an interface 
satisfying the required specification" is unclear. Is what is being adapted the first data 
or second data? This wouldn't seem to make sense since the data isn't an "interface". 
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6. Claim 18 recites the limitation "the data provided through the PF interface" in line 
2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

7. Claim 18 recites the limitation "these data" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

8. Claim 19 recites the limitation "the data format" in line 8. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

9. Claim 20 recites the limitation "the data provided in accordance with the PF 
interface" in line 3. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

10. Claim 23 recites the limitation "the inputted result" in line 6. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 1 . Claims 17-23 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

12. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 17-23 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
